SENATOR REED IN FIGHT? 


Encounter With John McIntyre Said 
to Have Occurred. 


W ashington, Oct. 
4.—The 
senate 
judiciary committee room, where the 
recent lobby investigation was held, 
was the scene yesterdaty of a person­ 
al encounter between 
Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, one of the leading mem­ 
bers of the investigating, committee, 
aud John Mclntpre, said to he a for­ 
m er officer of the National Typothe- 
tae, whose name figured in the cor­ 
respondence of Martin 
M. 
Mulhall, 
the legislative agent for the Nation­ 
al Association of Manufacturers. 
There were few witnesses to the 
episode, but it is said Senator Reed

Seoul, Korea, Oct. 4.—A curious so­ 


cial fact about Korea is that the nu­ 


merous crimes committed by Koreans 
are connected in some 
way 
with 
tombs and burials. 
This is the con­ 


clusion of M. Kokubu, chief public 


procurator of the supreme court here. 
A common occurence is for Koreans J 


to bury their dead in ground belong* 


ing to other people without first ob­ 
taining 
the 
consent of the owner. 


This is sometimes accomplished in se­ 


cret, sometimes by force, and it is 
almost invariably done under cover 
cf darkness. 
The underlying reason for these of­ 
fenses is the Korean superstition that 
the prosperity or unhappiness of the 
surviving members of the family in 
which death has occurred, as well as 
the happiness of the departed person, 
depends upon the selection of the bu­ 
rial ground of the dead. 
Therefore, 
when Koreans are told by soothsay­ 
ers that a certain spot is good for the 
burial place they do not hesitate to 
take 
possession 
of 
the 
indicated 
ground. 
Blackmail concerning tombs also is 
frequent. 
The criminals first open 
up 
the 
tombs 
belonging to some 
wealthy family, then remove the head 
of the corpse and hold it for ransom. 
Ii former Times the blackmailer suc­ 
ceeded, as Koreans believe that the 
desecration of the tomb brings w’oc 
to those who allowed them to remain 
in a ruined condition. Recently these 
crimes have decreased, owing to the 
activity of the police. 
*

Mr. Kokubu lias recorded another 
favorite Korean custom, namely, the 
carrying off by force of widows by 
bachelors who are unable to marry in 
the regular way on account of their 
poverty. 
Influenced by Confucianism, Kore­ 
an women in genefal believe that 
they are morally bound not to marry 
a second time. 
On the other hand, 
many men cannot marry on account 
of the great expense attached to the 
ceremony. 
These 
two 
conditions 
have combined to bring about abduc­ 
tions, whifch are very often nothing 
more than elopements. 
Immediately 
a woman loses her husband, some 
Don Juan in needy circumstances is 
certain to undertake her rescue from 
widowhood. 
Accompanied by friends, 
he goes to the woman’s house at 
midnight and bears her away. 
After­ 
ward the marriage is announced at a 
banquet, and nobody blames the ab­ 
ductor or the abducted, who are sup­ 
posed to be happy ever afterward.

The investigation 
of 
crime 
and 
criminals in Korea by Procurator Ko- 
kubu, and the tradition of the wid­ 
ow’s abduction, led him to study mar­ 
riage customs in general. 
Tnese he 
finds have not been changed by the 
annexation of the peninsula to Japan. 
All classes of Koreans marry very 
early. 
Not infrequently one pipets in 
Korea boys and girls of 14 or IS al­ 
ready married. 
These boy and gill 
marriages are arranged by heir pa­ 
rens, the young people 
having 
no 
voice in the matter. 
The decision 
rests with an astrologer, to whom the 
parents of a prospective couple go for 
advice. 
If 
the 
astrologer 
decides 
against the pact the matter is drop 
ped. 
If his advise be favorable pres­ 
ents are exchanged between the two 
families and the coming wedding is 
announced to the actual parties to 
the alliance. 
They are, however, still 
not allowed to see each other. 
In Korea, girls are kept confined in 
an “inner chamber” and are not al­ 
low ed to go out. 
They are entirely 
cut off from society, and consequently 
are melancholy and unsociable. 
The 
wedding announcement is accepted by 
tile prospective bride as heart-break­ 
ing news, for she has to lo a ^ 
own family and join strange people. 
On her wedding day she says goodbye 
to her parents and goes to the bride­ 
groom’s house, carried in a Korean 
chair c o v e re d with a tiger’s skin. This 
the Koreans believe keeps away ti*e 
evil spirit. 
The bride is only allowed 
to see her husband for the first time 
when the wedding cermony is over, 
for during the ceremony lier head is 
enveloped in a 
veil.

YI Chong No, a small, thin man, 
who stated that he had been made 
chief of the general staff of the army, 
accused the police of having beaten 
him as a means of forcing him to 
make incriminatory statements.

movement.
